To the inhabitants of the School District of the Town of 
Surry qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall of said dis- 
trict on the 8th day of March, 1950 at 8 o’clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the school board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the school 
board, and truant officer, and fix the compensation of any other 
officers or agents of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or 
other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. | 


7. To choose agents, auditors, and committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the state equalization fund together with other 
income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
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9. To see if the district will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,744.41 to complete the payment of the new school- 
house in the current year, funds to come from the money re- 
ceived from the Federal Flood Control and from the sale of 
the schoolhouses and lands. 


10. To see if the district will authorize the school board to 
sell the Shaw’s corner school and land and the old village 
school and land and appropriate the proceeds to the current 
budget. 


11. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,205.00, and authorize the school board to expend 
this sum for the support of schools, for the salaries of district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of the district during the current school year, said funds 
having been already assessed by the selectmen for the school 
district. 


12. To see if the district wishes to make any local regula- 
tions regarding distances a child must live from school to be 
eligible for transportation. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

NOTES ON SCHOOL BOARD ESTIMATES 


There are several factors that increase the estimates for 
next year. Having two teachers will, of course, double the 
salary requirements. The salary of the janitor has already been 
determined as a result of putting the job out to bids. There is 
no accurate method of establishing what the costs of fuel and 
electricity will be until the building has been in operation for 
a number of months. The figures in the budget may be too low. 
If so, the school board will be better able to know just how 
much to request another spring and this can be made up by a 
supplemental budget. 


It will be necessary to provide transportation for a high 
school freshman who will be under fourteen years of age next 
vear, however, there will be no elementary pupils attending the 
Keene schools as far as can be seen at this time. Keene High 
School tuition has been set at $200 per pupil for next year, 
making it necessary to increase the amount set up /for this 
purpose. 


At a recent meeting of Supervisory Union No. 60, which is 
the administrative board governing Surry and the surrounding 
towns, the method of apportioning the superintendent’s salary 
and office expenses was changed to conform to recent legisla- 
tive enactments. The result was a decrease in the assessment 
for Surry. The other obligations of the District are: Union 
office expenses, expenses of administration, teachérs’ retire- 
ment, and insurance. All new teachers must join the retire- 
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ment system, and a state law makes it mandatory for towns to 
pay a five per cent assessment toward their retirement. 


Note (*) refers to the amount of money that must be raised 
to pay the final accounts on the new school. During the process 
of planning the building it was pointed out in special meetings 
of the district that the total cost of the building would exceed 
the amount of the bond issue and the capital reserve set up over 
the past few years. The indications manifested in these meet- 
ings was that the committee should go ahead with the building 
program and expect to receive confirmation of its financial 
plans at the coming annual meeting. It was pointed out at these 
meetings that a sum of money was forthcoming from the Fed- 
eral Flood Control and that certain monies could be realized 
from sale of the school houses and lands. These amounts are 
indicated in ({/) and (||). The Flood Control money has been 
received to the amount shown. The proceeds from sale of 
buildings and land is an estimate. Should the sales bring more 
than the amount needed to complete the building payments the 
balance will go into the general fund to be voted on next year. 

Note (+) refers to item 11 in the Warrant. According to 
the vote taken at last year’s annual meeting the school board 
can spend only forty-one hundred and seventy-two dollars 
needed, as estimated by the board last year. This error came 
about because the estimated balance was subtracted from the 
appropriation before stating the appropriation. It is an error 
common to many districts. The selectmen assessed their taxes 
on the correct amount (appropriation). To correct the error it 
is only necessary to vote to raise and appropriate the amount 
of $3,205. The money has been raised and paid over to the 
school board, but they need the authority to spend it to con- 
tinue the operation of the current school year. 


Note (¢) refers to the actual cash on hand at the end of 
June 1949, Note (£) refers to the total estimated income based 
on the loss of state aid, and the actual balance. The assessment 
by the selectmen had to be made on this revised figure. 


Note (§) refers to the money supposedly voted by the 
annual meeting last March, but inadvertently left out as ex- 
plained above. This money has been paid over by the selectmen, 
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but the school board must have authority to spend it to keep 
the school open for the remainder of the year. 


The amounts indicated in the budget to complete pay- 
ments on the new school and the balance of the 1949-50 budget 
must be so voted that the school board has full authority to 
spend them before the first of July 1950.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Sehool Board and Citizens of the School District of 
Surry: | 
J herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of schools: 


Most of our efforts this year have been devoted to planning 
and preparing the new school. Not too much needs to be said at 
this time except to repeat that you now have one of the out- 
standing schools of this size and type in the state. 


Now that we have the new building there are a number of 
things that can be done to improve the whole educational pro- 
gram for the town. One of these would be to broaden the curri- 
culum by making music or art available to the pupils. This 
would have to be done in cooperation with other towns, but 
might be worked out quite satisfactorily for a modest amount. 
Another would be the hot lunch program. Someone or some or- 
vanization would have to assume the initiative and responsibil- 
ity for seeing that the details are worked out, but now that the 
facilities are available the rest should be easier. 


Another project would be the improvement of the play 
area. The addition of a few swings and other playground ap- 
paratus would do much to provide desirable activities for the 
children, especially for the younger group who spend more time 
in outdoor interests. 


Last fall we were able to have every child given a com- 
plete physical examination. They were also given tooth decay 
treatment at the State Dental Trailer during the Cheshire Fair. 
Unless a school nurse can be found this spring another checkup 
will be given before the end of the year, providing a doctor is 
available. 
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The Surry Parents Club is providing an opportunity for 
the parents to get acquainted with one another and the school. 
It can become a most desirable community organization capable 
of rendering invaluable service to the school and the town. 
Already it has provided several necessary items for the school. 


At the time of the dedication program mention was made 
of the many gifts that had been made to the school. It was not 
possible to thank everyone individually for his donation, but 
the school board, teacher and children want each of you to 
know that your gift has been appreciated, and to thank you 
for it.
